Kykotsmovi, Ariz. - To- 
day Hopi Tribal Chairman 
Herman G. Honanie ap- 
plauds President Obama’s 
designation of the Bears 
Ears National Monument 
(BENM) under the Antiq- 
uities Act of 1906. This is 
a landmark decision cul- 
minating a broad collabo- 
rative effort between con- 
servation groups, federal 
and state governments and 
five tribal groups includ- 
ing Hopi, Zuni, Ute Indian 
Tribe, Ute Mountain Ute 
and The Navajo Nation. 

For the Hopi Tribe, the 
Bears Ears represents a 
“cultural landscape” that 
contains pristine wilder- 
ness areas; canyons, mesas, 
deserts, forests, springs, 
streams and rivers. These 
lands provide much needed 
refuge for the flora, fauna 
and birds found here. All of 
which are inextricably con- 
nected to the longevity of 
Hopi history and ancestors 
in this region. This history 
includes the earliest inhab- 
itants, the Archaic and An- 
cestral Puebloan cultures. 

These Hopi ancestors, 
the “ Hisat’sinom ” (Peo- 
ple of Long Ago), imbued 
this landscape with their 
presence in the hundreds 
of thousands of archaeo- 
logical sites located within 
the new monument. These 


sites represent the “Foot- 
prints of Hopi Ancestors” 
and include ancient villag- 
es, migration routes, arti- 
facts, petroglyphs and the 
physical remains of buried 
ancestors. All of which are 
remembered and maintained 
through oral tradition, pil- 
grimage, songs and prayer. 

From the beginning, the 
Hopi Tribe has supported 
this endeavor through for- 
mal tribal resolution and 
consultation, sharing of 
traditional knowledge and 
educating decision-makers 
about the Hopi connection 
to this culturally important 
area. The President’s desig- 
nation is a direct response 
to the Hopi Tribe’s desire 
to have this landscape pro- 
tected and preserved for 
future generations of all to 
enjoy and learn from. 

The Hopi Tribe is pleased 
to see that the President’s 
Proclamation calls for di- 
rect tribal involvement 
with the long-term man- 
agement of the monument. 
“The concept that Tribes 
will finally be afforded ac- 
tual, substantive decision 
making authority versus 
mere consultation is un- 
precedented, We hope the 
Federal Government looks 
to this innovative model in 
the future when consider- 
ing monument designations 


as they relate to other First 
Nations. “ said Chairman 
Honanie. This co-man- 
agement will ensure that 
Hopi concerns, traditional 
knowledge and use of the 
area is maintained and re- 
spected. The Hopi Tribe 
is dedicated to ensure that 
there will be a continuation 
of the unprecedented col- 
laborative efforts that lead 
to this positive step in pub- 
lic lands conservation. 

The Hopi Tribe com- 
mends President Obama 
for setting a high standard 
of public lands policy, one 
that places priority on the 
preservation of wilderness, 
as well as priority of the 
values of groups who hold 
these lands with reverence. 
The Hopi Tribe moves for- 
ward with dedication and 
willingness to work with 
our tribal neighbors, con- 
servation groups and feder- 
al and state agencies in the 
establishment of the Bears 
Ears National Monument. 

Through these contin- 
ued efforts, the Hopi Tribe 
hopes to ensure that future 
generations of Hopi peo- 
ple have their own cultural 
ground to stand upon; pro- 
viding them the opportu- 
nity to interact with their 
ancestral past of the Bears 
Ears as we have done since 
time immemorial.

Dept, of Natural Resources Director Clayton Honyumptewa present- 
ed a dividend check in the amount of $100,000.00 on behalf of the 
Hopi Three Canyon Ranches to the Tribal Council on Dec. 29 at a reg- 
ular Tribal Council Meeting. Honyumptewa said the Ranches had been 
under the umbrella of the Hopi Tribe Economic Development Corp. 
(HTEDC), however, were pulled out from under HTEDC and have 
been doing well with the Ranch business. This is the third dividend 
check they have presented to the Hopi Tribe. Prior to the check presen- 


tation, a Moment of Silence was observed in remembrance of long-time 
Ranch Staff employee Mary Smeal, who recently passed away. 

Upper Village of Moenkopi (UVM) Governor Hubert Lewis also pre- 
sented a check to the Tribal Council in the amount of $450,000.00 for a 
loan repayment to the Hopi Tribe for UVM’s Water/Wastewater Treat- 
ment Plant. That same day, another check was delivered to the Trea- 
surer’s office from the Moenkopi Development Coproration (MDC) in 
the amount of 1 million 50 dollars ($1,050,000.00). The combined loan 
payments received from UVM and MDC pays off the loan from the 
Hopi Tribe to UVM for the Water/Waste Water Treatment Plant.

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FROM THE EDITOR: FY17 General Fund Expenditure Authorization & Appropriations Language 


Several requests have been re- 
ceived to publicize the FY2017 
General Fund Expenditure Au- 
thorization & Appropriations 
Language, as approved by the 
Hopi Tribal Council. 

Some community members are 
concerned about what they consider 


“severe restrictions” placed on the 
four Villages of Hotevilla, Shungo- 
pavi, Mishongnovi and Sichomovi. 

At the time Tribal Council ap- 
proved the FY17 Authorization 
and Appropriations Language, 
they made a motion that the Vil- 
lages of Hotevilla, Shungopovi, 


Mishongnovi and Sichomovi 
shall be allocated $330,000 for 
FY2017. However, only $82,500 
shall be drawn down initially, 
and to be used to complete all 
delinquent Village Audits. When 
audits are accepted by the Tribe, 
they will be able to draw the re- 


maining funds. If the Audits are 
not complete within FY 2017, 
the remainder of the funds will 
revert to the General Fund. 

Village members are concerned 
that restricting their villages to only 
$82,500 (initially), will hamper day 
to day operations and will greatly im- 


pact critical and emergency services. 

Although Council already ap- 
proved the Expenditure Authoriza- 
tion & Appropriations Language, 
they will honor the request of Vil- 
lages to hear their concerns at a 
regular Council meeting on Jan. 4. 


Tribal Fiscal Management Responsibility: As the 

governing body of the Hopi Tribe, the Hopi Tribal Coun- 
cil holds constitutional authority to manage the economic 
affairs of the Tribe through raising and dispersing Tribal 
funds for the welfare of the Tribe. (See constitution and 
By-Laws of the Hopi Tribe, ARTICLE VI, SECTION 1 (e) 
and (f)). General Fund Budget Development Process: 
The Budget Oversight Team (BOT) is identified in Sec- 
tion IV of the Hopi Tribe’s Fiscal Management Policies 
and consists of the following: Vice Chairman (BOT Chair- 
man), Tribal Treasurer, Tribal Secretary, Executive Direc- 
tor, Finance Director, Community Services Administrator, 
Regulated Entities representative, Hopi Tribal Court rep- 
resentative, Chairman’s office representative and alternate 
members of the team. The task of leading this effort was 
delegated to the Vice Chairman. This work is supported 
through a tribal resolution that calls for those listed pro- 
gram/department/personnel representatives to participate 
in meetings, work sessions and presentations all with the 
goal of developing a final budget. 

Hopi Tribal Council directed BOT to complete a pro- 
posed FY 2017 budget with a 12% reduction from 
the FY 2016 approved budget. This was based on the 
FY 2017 projected decline in tribal revenues. Based 
on this directive, BOT proceeded and designed a pro- 
cess to meet the directed 12% budget reduction. 
The BOT recommends to the Hopi Tribal Council the cre- 
ation of an Office of Management & Budget specially de- 
signed to oversee the budgeting process, commencing with 
FY 2018. 

The General Fund Budget Appropriations request 
for Fiscal Year 2017 is $18,445,429.00. This figure 
is based on the following: 

1. FY 2017 revenue projection: $14,649,669.00, with ad- 
ditional $3,795,790.00 from Proceeds of Labor account.

Expenditure Authorization & Appropriation 

Language and Fiscal Management Policies of the 
Hopi Tribe: The FY 2017 Expenditure Authori- 
zation and Appropriations Language set the guide- 
lines to promote prudent use of the financial re- 
sources of the Hopi Tribe. The Hopi Tribal Council 
hereby mandates all Tribal and Village/Community 
Boards and personnel to practice fiscal responsibility 
and accountability in adherence to the approved Fis- 
cal Management Policies and the FY 2017 Expendi- 
ture Authorization and Appropriations Language. 

Implementation of FY 2017 General Fund Bud- 
get: The approved FY 2017 General Fund Bud- 
get shall be implemented on January 1, 2017 
Once approved, the Director of Finance shall is- 
sue Charts of Accounts to the respective programs/ 
Villages/Community within 15 business days. 

Budget Modification Procedures: Budget Modifica- 
tions shall undergo a review and approval process in ac- 
cordance with the approved Fiscal Management Polices. 

1 . Budget Modifications shall be allowed only with de- 
tailed justification. Managers/Directors shall be respon- 
sible and held accountable for keeping Modifications to 
a minimum. 

2. No new supplemental funding requests will be con- 
sidered in FY 2017. 

3. Salary and Fringe Benefit line items shall not be used 
to increase other line items. 

Contingency Fund: For FY 2017 it is essential that a 
Contingency Account Line item be funded in the budget, 
subject to the following expenditure controls: Expendi- 
tures will be restricted to; IRS penalties, bank charges, 
audit findings, late charges, fines and other necessary 
costs that are not budgeted within the program budgets, 
including Contracts and Grants. All General Fund salary 
savings at the end of each quarter will be transferred to 
the Contingency fund for use. Salaries for Contracts and 
Grants, Villages/Communities will be exempt. 

Hopi Tribal Annual Audit: It is the fiduciary responsibil- 
ity of the Tribal Treasurer to ensure that audits are completed 
by the deadlines as mandated by the 2 CFR part 200, sub- 
part F. All financial transactions based on the budget appro- 
priations are subject to an annual audit in accordance with 
the Fiscal Management Policies of the Hopi Tribe. All audit 
findings and recommendations are the responsibility of the 
respective Department Directors to ensure resolution through 
the required corrective action plans. Finance shall be respon- 
sible for the follow up of the findings and completion of the 
corrective action plans. Special Allocations for annual audit 
may be carried forward if needed or until depleted. 

Payroll: The Hopi Tribal Council Fiscal Year for pay- 
roll begins mid-month December of the preceding Fiscal 
Year and ends mid-month December prior to the end of 
the Fiscal Year. Therefore, all payroll transactions will 
end in line with the Tribe’s Fiscal Year payroll schedule, 
which ends mid-month December 2017. 

GENERAL FUND: DEPARTMENTS/PROGRAMS 

This section applies to General Fund Department and 
Programs only 

1 . Cost of Living Allowance/Bonuses: Due to revenue 
decline, the Tribal Council shall not approve COLA/ 
Bonuses for FY 2017. 

2. Tires: General Fund programs shall be required to 
go through Motor-Pool for the purchase of tires for 
tribally owned or leased vehicles. General Fund Pro- 
grams budgeted for tires shall use their tire line item. 
The exception will be those programs requiring spe- 
cialized tires that the motor pool is unable to procure. 

3. Uniforms/Clothing: Purchase of personal clothing 
is prohibited from General Fund (T-shirts, Polo shirts, 
pants, wind breakers, shoes/boots, etc.). Formal uni- 
forms and safety items are permitted as outlined in 
each respective program Safety Plan. 

4. Utilities: Facilities Management shall pay for Water/ 


Wastewater, Electricity, Propane, Garbage Collection 
fees as identified. Those budgeted with a utility line 
item will be responsible for their own fees. 

5. Requisition Cut-off Date: Requisition cut-off date 
shall be November 15th. Exception to the requisition 
cut-off date may be permitted for emergency purpos- 
es only as it relates to health, safety issues and major 
cost burden due to major equipment breakdown. The 
Finance Director shall be delegated the authority to 
determine the exception with the concurrence of the 
Executive Director. 

6. Acquisition of Capital Assets: The Hopi Tribe’s 
Fiscal Management Policies, Ordinances and Codes, 
shall be adhered to in the procurement of goods, leas- 
es, consultant and other services in the operation of 
the Tribe. The Fiscal Management Policies are imple- 
mented to employ prudent management practices and 
improve accountability. All negotiations with vendors 
and the execution of resulting purchase, lease and any 
agreements for all capital purchases (e.g. items with a 
cost of $5,000.00 or more and a useful life greater than 
one year) shall follow the established Procurement 
Policies and Procedures . This requirement ensures 
that cost effective price negotiations and purchases 
meet uniform standards of quality, capability, durabil- 
ity and accountability. Purchases and leases shall be 
processed through General Services Administration 
(GSA) vendors whenever possible. All purchases 
and leases not processed through GSA contracts shall 
be based on quality and best available price. This 
section applies to all entities utilizing the Tribal ac- 
counting system. The deadline for Capital Item pur- 
chases is 90 days prior to the end of each funding 
source’s Fiscal Year. 

7. Carryover funds: General Fund programs are not 
allowed to carry-over funds from one fiscal year to 
the next with the exception of special allocations as 
identified by Tribal Council Resolution. 

GENERAL FUND: VILLAGES 

This section is applicable to village/community only 

1. Village Presentations: The BOT conducted public vil- 
lage presentations, as required by the Fiscal Manage- 
ment Policies, to solicit comments and recommendations 
from the public on the proposed FY 2017 Tribal Budget. 
The presentations were scheduled and conducted on the 
dates, times and places listed below: 

1 st Mesa Villages - Tewa, Sichomovi, Walpi & 
Yuwehloo Pahki Monday, November 7, 2016 6-8pm 
Hopi Housing Authority, Polacca 
Kykotsmovi, Bacavi, Hotevilla & Oriabi Villages 
Wednesday November 9, 2016 6-8pm Kykotsmovi 
Community Center 

Shungopovi, Mishongnovi, Sipaulovi Thursday, 
November 16, 2016 6-8pm Youth/Elderly Center 
Upper & Lower Moenkopi Tuesday, November 15, 
6-8pm Community Center 

2. Comments/Recommendations: The public com- 
ments were acquired from individual submission of 
statements and from presentations held with the Villag- 
es/Community (See Attachment). These public com- 
ments are required to be considered by the Tribal Coun- 
cil as described in the Budget Administration Policy of 
the Fiscal Management Policies. 

3. Funding Allocations: The Hopi Tribal Council pro- 
vides funding to the Hopi Villages/Community to meet 
their goals and objectives. Villages/Community that are 
allocated FY 2017 General Funding include: 

a. Upper Moenkopi h. Mishongnovi 

b. Lower Moenkopi i. Sipaulovi 

c. Hotevilla j. Walpi 

d. Bacavi k. Sichomovi 

e. Oriabi 1. Tewa 

f. Kykotsmovi m.Yu-Weh-Loo-Pah-Ki 

g. Shungopavi 

4. Public Village/Community Budget Reviews: The op- 
portunity for budget review by Village/Community mem- 
bers is required and must be evidenced by a copy of: 

a. A Public Meeting Notice to propose Village budget, in- 
dicating the date, time and location. 

b. A Public meeting Attendance Sign In sheet 

c. A certification endorsed by the Village/Community 
governing authority and/or offices, showing that the 
required Village/Community meeting was held and 
that the public was given an opportunity to review 
and comment on the proposed budget. 

d. Approved Village/Community budgets must be sub- 
mitted with the required documents (a., b. & c.) on 
or before April 1, 2017 to the Office of the Tribal 
Treasurer and Office of Finance. 

5. Funding Drawdowns: Release of Village funding is 
contingent on submittals of budgets and required au- 
dits per Fiscal Management Policies. 

a. First drawdown allocation shall be one-third of the total 
allocation upon receipt of requisition by the Treasurer no 
later than January 10, 2017, with the exception of Shun- 
gopovi, Mishongnovi, Hotevilla and Sichomovi. These 
Villages will draw $82,500. 

b. The second one-third drawdown along with the required 
documents outlined in number 4 above, will require 
submittal of Village/Community approved budget and 
justification on/or before April 1, 2017 to the Treasurer. 

c. The third and final drawdown shall be payable upon 
submittal of village/community 2016 independent au- 
dit to the Treasurer. 

d. Village/community utilizing the Tribal payroll sys- 
tem will not be allowed to drawdown Fringe Benefits 
and Salary amounts. The Tribal Treasurer shall report 
non-compliance to Hopi Tribal Council in written form. 

e. Failure to submit FY 2016 Audit, by June 30, 2017, Vil- 
lage/Community will forfeit final drawdown from the 
Tribe, in such instance; the funds shall be transferred to 
the Tribal Contingency Fund. Villages may request a one 
month extension for completion of Village audit. 

f. Per Hopi Tribal Council motion, the Villages of Hote- 
villa, Shungopovi, Mishongnovi and Sichomovi shall 
be allocated $330,000 for FY 2017. $82,500 shall be 
drawdown to be used to complete all delinquent Vil- 


lages Audits, when audits are accepted by the Tribe, 
they will be able to draw the remaining funds. If the 
Audits are not complete with in FY 2017, the remain- 
der of the funds will revert to the General Fund. 

6. Reporting: All Villages/Community will submit quar- 
terly expenditure reports to the Treasurer’s Office and the 
Office of Finance. Reports shall be due on the last day of 
the month following the end of the previous quarter. 

■ 1 st Quarterly Report is due April 30, 2017 

■ 2 nd Quarterly Report is due July 3 1, 2017 

■ 3 rd Quarterly Report is due October 31, 2017 

■ 4 th Quarterly Final Report is due Jan 31, 2018 

7. Reporting Audit Requirements: All Villages/Com- 
munity must complete an independent audit for FY 
2016 of all village financial records, assets, liabilities, 
capital accounts, revenue, investments and expendi- 
tures. The respective village/community governing 
board must approve FY 2016 audits. The costs of said 
audit shall be the responsibility of the respective Vil- 
lage/Community. Village/Community audits for FY 
2016 shall be submitted to the Treasurer and to the Of- 
fice of Financial Management, no later than June 30, 
2017. Audit extension may be requested no later 
than 45 days in advance of the June 30 th deadline. 
The Office of Financial Management shall provide tech- 
nical assistance on audit compliance, when requested 

8. Audit Standards: Village/Community independent 
audits shall be performed by a Certified Accounting 
Firm selected by the respective Villages/Community 
and in accordance with GAGAS, GASB 34 and the 

Generally Accepted Accounting Principles (GAAP). 

9. Employer Identification Number: Villages/Co- 
munity must utilize their own Employer Identifica- 
tion Number (EIN) and shall be responsible for any 
tax liability arising out of the 2016 audit as well as 
past tribal audits and any village tax liabilities. Any 
penalties and interest resulting from violations will 
be the responsibility of the Village/Community. 

10. Carryover funds: Villages are allowed access 
to carry over funds upon completion of required annual 
audits and other required documents. Villages/Commu- 
nities who utilize the Tribal accounting system will be 
authorized to use 90% of remaining Carry-over funds. 
The remaining 10% will be made available for expendi- 
ture immediately following completion of the individual 
2016 Village audits. Any discrepancy in fund balances 
shall be deducted from future allocations. 

Allowed and Disallowed use of Village Allocations: 
The intent of the Hopi Tribal Council in its annual village 
allocation is to promote “Self-sufficiency and Self-govern- 
ment” at the individual village level. In addition, village 
allocation of funds is to deliver positive goods and services 
to the constituency of each individual village. Funding 
shall NOT to be used to litigate against the Hopi Tribe . 
Responsibility of Village oversight is within the Chair- 
man’s authority.pursuant to Fiscal Management Policy. . . 

CONTRACT/GRANT PROGRAMS 

This section applies to Contract/Grant funded programs only 

1. Contract/Grant Fund Management: All Contract/ 
Grant funds shall be depleted before General Funds 
are expended where line items are funded by Contract/ 
Grant funds, where applicable. 

2. Contract/Grant Fund Management: All Contract/ 
Grant funded programs shall abide by the federal regu- 
lations and policies as stipulated in the contract or grant. 

3. Contract /Grant Drawdowns: Drawdowns for Con- 
tract/Grant funds shall be submitted at least monthly or 
as requested to insure Tribal funds are used at a mini- 
mal to support the contract and grant programs. 

4. Third Party Billing/Revolving Accounts: All Third 
Party Billing accounts shall be implemented with re- 
quirements contained in their respective authorizing 
resolution. Resolutions shall be reviewed annually and 
amended when applicable, with the concurrence of the 
Executive Director. 

5. Third Party Billing Revenues: Each department/ 
program that has Third Party Billing shall be responsi- 
ble for submitting a copy of each invoice to the Trea- 
surer’s office with the department/program name on the 
invoice to ensure proper posting of revenues received. 
Enterprise/Special Revenue Programs (Revolving 
Account)- This section applies to Programs/Entities 
that have Revolving/Enterprise Accounts only 

1. Revolving accounts must be established by tribal res- 
olutions). 

2. Resolutions shall include a Scope of Work for expenditures. 

3. Revenues earned in 2015 may be used to supplement 
the FY 2017 budget for the program. 

4. Revenues earned in 2016 may be carried into FY 2018 
if the supporting tribal resolution specifies the revolv- 
ing/enterprise account funds to be carried over. 

5. Any revolving/enterprise account revenues shall be 
used to offset general fund requests. 

6. All resolutions shall be updated and included necessary 
language to have funds carried over to the following fis- 
cal period. It is the program director’s responsibility to 
ensure all necessary language is within the resolution 
for efficient implementation of the scope of work. 

7. Failure to review/update resolution shall result in the reve- 
nues being generated shall be reverted to the General Fund. 

REGULATED ENTITIES 

This section applies to Regulated Entities only 

1. Compensation for Boards and Committees: Regu- 
lated Entity Board and Committees shall abide by rates 
established by Ordinance/Resolution and the Hopi 
Tribe’s Fiscal Management Policies. 

2. Special Elections: During Non-General Election years, 
any Special Election or Referendum funding shall be al- 
located from the appropriate identified account, which 
will require Tribal Council approval by resolution.

and Hopi Tribe Scholar- 
ship. She has received sev- 
eral honors including the 
UA Native American Stu- 
dent Affairs Outstanding 
Graduate Student Award for 
Academics and the Reva T. 
Frankie Award. Cordova 
has published in journals 
and books and presented 
her scientific work at nu- 
merous conferences. 

She has held many stu- 
dent leadership positions 
including chairing the UA 
Native American Research 
and Training Center Stu- 
dent Advisory Board, and 
holding the position of 
president and founding 
member of the UA College 
of Public Health Ameri- 
can Indian and Indigenous 
Health Alliance Club. 


Through these positions 
she has helped the Ameri- 
can Indian community at the 
University, in Arizona and 
nationally.

Traditional toys and caring adult interactions 
are best for young children’s learning

This 
time of year parents are of- 
ten asking, what about all 
those flashy, electronic toys 
with lights and sounds that 
we see advertised so much 
this season? First Things 
First has compiled some 
suggested toys by age and 
stage that promote learn- 
ing and language devel- 
opment. And you might be 
surprised that at the top of 
list for every age is books. 

In this press release, 
Northern Arizona Universi- 
ty s Anna Sosa shares some 
excellent ways that parents 
can give the gift of quality 
time and the joy of read- 
ing to support their child s 
growth and development.

When it comes to pro- 
moting learning for chil- 
dren 5 and younger, basic 
toys and quality time with 
adults are the best gifts 
an infant, toddler or pre- 
schooler can receive. 

But what about all those 
flashy, electronic toys with 
lights and sounds that we 
see advertised so much this 
season? One Northern Ari- 
zona University researcher 
has studied whether they 


provide an advantage to a 
young child’s learning. 

Anna Sosa, director of 
the NAU Child Speech 
and Language Lab in Flag- 
staff, set out to see which 
everyday activities pro- 
mote the best environment 
for babies and toddlers to 
learn language. 

Early language develop- 
ment is critical to a child’s 
learning. And babies, tod- 
dlers and preschoolers 
need to hear a lot of lan- 
guage in order to best learn 
how to speak and eventu- 
ally transfer those skills 
into reading and writing. 

Turns out, parents and 
family members talk the 
most to babies when they 
are engaging their child 
with books and traditional 
toys, rather than electronic 
toys that claim to promote 
language development. 

“Young children learn 
through play, through 
experimenting with the 
world around them and 
through interaction with 
other kids and adults,” said 
Ginger Sandweg, First 
Things First Senior Direc- 
tor for Early Learning. 

Sosa’s study confirmed 
that. The study, published 
earlier this year in the Jour- 
nal of American Medical 
Association (JAMA) Pe- 
diatrics , showed that par- 
ents used fewer words 
and interacted less with 
the child when they were 
playing with an electronic 
toy, which was designed 
to draw out answers such 


as animal names, shapes 
or colors. Books and tra- 
ditional toys, which cen- 
tered on the same themes 
of animals, shapes and 
colors promoted the most 
language. 

“Parents talked the most 
to their child when they 
were looking at books or 
playing with traditional 
toys, such as helping their 
child put together a farm 
animal puzzle,” Sosa said. 
“Overall, the most ideal 
situation would be a par- 
ent spending 15 minutes 
of undivided attention, 
sitting on the floor reading 
or playing with them, but 
even in that ideal situation, 
just having an electronic 
toy in the mix, impacts 
what the baby is hearing.” 

First Things First has 
compiled some suggested 
toys by age and stage that 
promote learning and lan- 
guage development. 

Books are one of the best 
gifts for all ages. Daily read- 
ing has been shown to help 
young children develop lan- 
guage skills and increase 
vocabulary - both crucial 
if they are going to be good 
readers in the future. Other 
good choices for different 
age groups include: 

Infants (under 1 year old) 
- Babies are fascinated by 
their surroundings, espe- 
cially faces and bright col- 
ors. Toys that stimulate that 
initial curiosity include: 

• board books 

• safe, chewable toys 

• toys with mirrors 


Toddlers (1-3 years old) - 

Toys that encourage imag- 
ination and problem-solv- 
ing include: 

• pretend versions of ev- 
eryday objects 

• toys to ride on or climb on 

• balls to roll or catch 

• building-type toys, in- 
cluding fill and dump 
varieties. 

• matching and sorting 
toys 

• large crayons or markers 
with plain paper 

• simple puzzles 
Preschoolers (3-5 years 
old) - Toys that help pre- 
schoolers relate to each 
other and the world around 
them include: 

• dress-up clothes and 
kid-size furniture 

• simple board games 

• counting and letter 
games 

• sports equipment suit- 
able to their size 

• musical instruments 

• art supplies such as play 
dough, safety scissors, 
glue, etc. ###

Statement by the President on the Designation 
of Bears Ears National Monument and Gold 
Butte National Monument 


THE WHITE HOUSE 
Office of the Press Secretary 

Washington, DC-- Today, I am 
designating two new national mon- 
uments in the desert landscapes of 
southeastern Utah and southern Ne- 
vada to protect some of our country's 
most important cultural treasures, 
including abundant rock art, arche- 
ological sites, and lands considered 
sacred by Native American tribes. 
Today's actions will help protect this 
cultural legacy and will ensure that 
future generations are able to enjoy 
and appreciate these scenic and his- 
toric landscapes. Importantly, today 
I have also established a Bears Ears 
Commission to ensure that tribal ex- 
pertise and traditional knowledge 
help inform the management of the 
Bears Ears National Monument and 
help us to best care for its remarkable 
national treasures. 

Following years of public input 
and various proposals to protect both 
of these areas, including legislation 
and a proposal from tribal govern- 
ments in and around Utah, these 
monuments will protect places that a 
wide range of stakeholders all agree 
are worthy of protection. We also 
have worked to ensure that tribes 
and local communities can continue 
to access and benefit from these lands 
for generations to come. Bears Ears 
National Monument 

Encompassing roughly 1.35 million 
acres of Federal land, the Bears Ears 
National Monument will protect some 
of the country’s most significant natural, 
cultural and archaeological resources, in- 
cluding important ancestral grounds for 
numerous tribes, as well as incredible 
landscapes that support hiking, hunting, 
rock climbing and other world-class out- 
door recreation opportunities. The area 
gets its name from the iconic Bears Ears 
Buttes, two distinctive geological forma- 
tions in the center of lands that are con- 
sidered sacred by tribes in the region. 
Based on ancestral ties to the landscape, 


five tribal governments came together in 
a historic coalition to urge protections 
for the broader area, which also includes 
ancient cliff dwellings, ceremonial sites, 
abundant rock art, and countless other ar- 
tifacts that hold cultural significance. 

In addition to protecting this sacred 
landscape and the region's wildlife 
habitat and natural resources, to- 
day's action establishes a Bears Ears 
Commission to ensure that manage- 
ment decisions reflect tribal expertise 
as well as traditional and historical 
knowledge. In recognition of the im- 
portance of tribal participation to the 
care and management of the mon- 
ument, the Departments of Interior 
and Agriculture will engage with 
the Commission, which will help to 
inform management decisions by 
sharing traditional knowledge and 
providing recommendations. 

There have been over 80 years of 
various efforts to protect the Bears 
Ears region, beginning with former 
Secretary of the Interior Harold Ickes 
in 1936 and by Members of Congress, 
state, local and tribal leaders, and 
conservation groups in recent de- 
cades. Most recently the Hopi Nation, 
Navajo Nation, Ute Mountain Ute 
Tribe, Ute Indian Tribe of the Uintah 
Ouray, and Zuni Tribe developed a 
proposal to protect the area, and U.S. 
Representatives Rob Bishop and Ja- 
son Chaffetz introduced the Public 
Lands Initiative, legislation that in- 
cluded a similar protection proposal 
for the Bears Ears landscape. Today's 
action responds to both of these re- 
cent proposals, recognizing the ar- 
eas where there is broad agreement 
about the need for protections, tribal 
engagement, and allowances for his- 
torical uses such as grazing. Today's 
action also establishes a process for 
developing a management plan that 
will ensure robust opportunities for 
all interested stakeholders to pro- 
vide input about how the monument 
should be managed.

Four Years Later, Tester Examines Impact of 
the Land Buy-Back Program 

Vice-Chairman Questions DO! official Tribal Leaders , and Trust- 
ees on the Success of Historic Land Consolidation Endeavor

(U.S. Senate) — Four years after the launch of the 
historic Land Buy-Back Program for Tribal Nations, 
Senator Jon Tester heard from tribal leaders who were 
impacted by the $1.9 billion initiative to restore frac- 
tionated land into tribal control. 

During a Senate Indian Affairs Committee hearing, 
Tester heard testimony and questioned the Interior De- 
partment’s Deputy Secretary, as well as Montana Tribal 
Leaders Fort Peck Chairman Floyd Azure and Blackfeet 
Vice-Chairman Terry Tatsey on the impacts they have 
seen with the land buy-back program. 

66 Addressing the problems of land fractionation is 
an important step for Indian Country,” Tester said in 
the hearing. “By returning these lands to tribes, the 
Land Buy-Back program has helped tribal govern- 
ments in a number of ways from addressing juris- 
dictional issues and protecting cultural and natural 
resources to developing key infrastructure.” 


The Land Buy-Back Program for Tribal Nations was 
the result of a settlement from a class-action lawsuit 
brought to federal court by Elouise Cobell, a Montanan, 
an enrolled member of the Blackfeet Tribe, and recent 
Presidential Medal of Freedom recipient . 

The land buy-back program aims to purchase frac- 
tional interests in trust or restricted land from willing 
sellers at a fair market value, which has provided tribal 
governments greater control of their land. 

Since the land buy-back program began making of- 
fers to tribal members in 2013, nearly $900 million has 
been paid to land owners for roughly 1.7 million acres 
that has been restored to tribal governments. 

This month, the Interior Department sent out over 
$270 million in offers to Blackfeet tribal members who 
own fractionated land interests on the Blackfeet Res- 
ervation. Tribal members from the Crow, Northern 
Cheyenne, Flathead, Fort Belknap, and Fort Peck Res- 
ervations have already received payouts from the land 
buy-back program. ###
